MYSTERIOUS ACCIDENT
KILLS MRS. MBURNEY

Home—Roaded Rifle on Wall
Cause of Death.

When her bhusband, K, L. Me-
WBurney, returned from Pocatello to
their home in Bolse Bunday even-
ing, he found Mrs. MeBurney in the
basement dead. S8he had been
killed but a short time before, and
from the position in which the body
was found it appeared that a bullet
from a rifle which hung on the
basement wall was the cause of her
death.

According to the Boise papers the
officers who made an investigation
of the accldent, believe that in bend-
ing over to gather a laundry bundle
together, Mrs, McBurney hit the

{ng, discharged the weapon, The
bullset, the shell of which was found
in the barrell of the gun, struck her
near the base of the brain severing
the spinal column, thus killing her
instantly.

NOTED DAIRY EXPER
REPORTS FINDINGS

J. L. Keaft States That This Terrl-
tority Compares Favorably With
Middle West States In
Dairying Possibilities

——

In a recent issue of the Butter,
Cheese and BEgg Journal, J. L. Kraft,
who will be remembered as one of a
number of eastern experts who made
a survey of the dairying possibilities
of Idaho, the following report of his
findings in the state is made. It will
be of much interest to every resi-
dent of Idaho and particularly to
those engaged in the farming and
nllled industries, says the Bolse
Statesman of Monday, September 18,

What Mr. Kraft has to say of
Idaho, applies exactly as well to
Mulheur county, Oregon, for In his
use of the term ldaho he contem-
plates the Snnke river valley, of
which this is & part, and which was
included in the inspecion trip of
the eastern dalry experts, Mr,
Kraft says:

“*As to the future of the dalry In-
dustry and particularly the produc-
tion of cheese, what may we look
forward to or expect? Bometimes &
forward look may be a shadow of a
backward look.

New York First OCenter

Cheese first found its center of
manufacture Iin New York state,
speaking broadly. As the population
thickened and citles grew up de-
manding large quantities of fluid
milk, cheese manufacturing found
a new center in Wisconsin. Geo-
graphioally and ollmatically it was
the logical center,

“Now cast your eye over the fast
growing cities of the Misslasippl
valley and note the growth of popu-
lation In the last decade and you
w1l #t omce come to the conclusion
that the center of the choese making
industry is about to be again pushed
back some place into the distant
woest, Where will it go? Study the
wostern states for a good geograph-
feal center, first keoping within mind
that within the next 256 years the
Paolfic coast west of the ranges will
be as thickly populated an the At-
lantie coast is today.

Montana Not Suitable

“Geographically if it ware not for
this fact the logicul center might be
Montana, but Montana will always
have a high frelght rate both east
and west and with Pacific coast con-
ditions as they are, Montana I8 not
loglenl. Besldes, soll and water con-
ditions are not ldeal and Montana
would have much to overcome.

“The next possibility would be
Utah, but our difffeulty here a lack
of territory, for the only sultable
dairy tracts Utah enjoys are the
small fertile valleya, which will
more and more develop Into fruit
lands. True, Utah willi develop and
make considerable cheese just as
Illinois today Is making conslderable
but she will not be a large factor
and will serve to emphasize the
center when It 1s established,

We come thon to Idaho, with
its five million acres of irrigats
ed land, capable of producing as
much ns twenty milllon scres of
Minols or Wisconsin land.

"By way of comparison, Wiscon-
gin has at present nine milllon total
nores under cultivation tor all pur-
posets. Idaho has o dalry minded
governor and a dalry minded poople,
ull of whom are thoroughly awake
to the possibilities of the dalry cow,

“Her cHmute, soll and water are
conceded by all to he far superior
to any state in the umnlon; cheap
freight rates by rall and water to
any point on the Paclfic const in
cass of a quantity over production
the Unlon Puacifle frelght exports tell
ma Idaho cheese can be delivered im
New York by way of the Panama
eanal for leds than 2 cents per
pound, Wa find Idaho then the
atate of destiny so far as cheese pro-
duetion Is conecerned.”
